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REMARKS. and COMPUTATIONS 


INSURANCE and CONVOYS. 


HE great Advantages that mul attend this Nation, by guard- 
ig againſt Taxes on 1 20 rade, are ſet forth in the foregoing Scheme. 
The next important Point of Trade is, That of Riſque at Sea; 
The Adventurer, it is true, may have recourſe to Inſurance and 
fave himſelf, in caſe of a Loſs, or when the Profits of the Voyage will an- 
ſwer the Char ge; and the Riſque in general, and conſequently the National 


L?fs or Gain will be more or leſs, according to the Conduct of our Naval Force. 


The Conſequence of a prudent Regulation of Convoys and Cruizers, 
with regard to Inſurance, will appear from the following Calculations ; to 
which I ſhall, without further Introduction, carry the Reader, after having 


apprized him of three Points: 


I. That in caſe of a Loſs, the Inſurer pays but C 98 for every i 100 
inſured, or has 2 per Cent. abated when he ſettles wen the Inſured, accord- 


Ing to Agreement i in the Policy. 
II. That in my Calculations and Tables I have had no regard to Com- 


miſſions, Office-Charges, Intereſt of Money, or Riſque of Inſurers, as they 


often vary according to * Circumſtances, 


III. That as the Inſurer has a Right to the Premium when the Agree- 
ment is made, that Premium, whatever i it is makes a Part of the Money 
paid, in caſe of Loſs : Therefore,

By this Table, the Difference between high and low \Inforance will 


plainly appear, and conſequently the Advantage the Britiſb Nation may reap 


from the Superiority of their Naval Force, by a prudent Regulation of Con- 


voys and Cruizers, in order to protect our own Trade in the firſt Place, and 


then to annoy the Trade of our Enemies; as the one will lower the Inſur- 
ance on our Trade, in Proportion to the Care that ſhall be taken of it, and 
the other will raiſe the Inſurance on our Enemy's Trade, in Proportion to 
the Force that ſhall be properly ſtation'd to annoy it. 


As for Inſtance, Suppoſe our Premiums ſhould fall from 20 to 10 per 
Cent. Out, and the ſame Home, by means of regular and ſufficient Con- 
voys and Cruizers on our Part, the Difference in our Favour would be 
£ 33 16s. 10d, per Cent. Out and Home, which is a Difference of 
L 1,015,200 on f, 3,000,000 only Out and Home. 


On the other hand, Suppoſe ſuch Premiums ſhould advance upon the 


Enemy from 10 to 15 per Cent, on a Voyage Out, and the fame Home, the 
Difference would be £ 15 75. 10 d. per Cent. Out and Home. And ſuppoſe 


ſuch Premiums ſhould advance from 30 to / 40 per Cent. the Difference

pay the loweſt Premiums of Inſurance can afford their Merchandize cheapeſt 


at foreign Markets, which _ naturally extend their Trade hy giving a 
larger Vent, 


From hence it plainly appears, of what prodigious Conſequence the pro- 
per or improper Direction of our Naval Force is in the Article of Inſurance 
only,— not to mention the National Gain by Captures, the Property, Lives 
and Liberties of Multitudes of his Majeſty's Subjects that may be thereby 
ſaved, as well as a great Share of the Revenue, n putting our My 
at the ſame Time to the greateſt Diſtreſs: 


I ſhall now proceed to ſhew the Difference between Convoys and no Con- 
voys in an Inſtance of a treble Voyage, and ſhall rake the Rotation from 
England to Africa, from thence to America, and then -Home. 


Inſurance from England to Africa, may be done at about 7 per Cent. with 
good Convoy, and not under 15 per Cent. without Convoy; and the Voyage 
may be performed in forty to fifry Days.— Inſurance from Africa to America, 
will be about 6 per Cent. with ſuch Convoy, and 18 per Cent, without Con- 
voy; and this Voyage may be performed in forty to fifty Days. = The Inſu- 
rance from America to Great Britain with good Convoy, will be at about 10 
per Cent. and without Convoy, at about 25 per Cent, and this Voyage may 
be performed in forty to ſixty Days.

In the laſt Place, I will endeavour to ſhew how a few Ships of War may 
be employed for the Benefit of ſeveral important Branches of Trade, 


| Suppoſe a Convoy ſhould go from England every four or ſix Months, for 
Africa, America, and then Home to Great Britain, beſides the Convoys 
that ſhall go at proper Times directly to America. 


Such Convoy may ſee all the Trade that are ready to fail to the South- 
Weſtward at a proper Diſtance, and particularly the Trade to Portugal, as 
far as their reſpective Ports; the Streights Trade as far as Gibrallar or Cape 
H. Vincents ; then to proceed to Africa, and relieve ſuch Ships of War as ſhall 
be before ſtation*d there; which Ships may proceed with the Trade from 
Africa to America, and relieve ſuch Ships of War as ſhall be before ſtation*d 
there; which relieved Ships may convoy the Trade that ſhall be ready to 
ſail from the reſpective Colonies for Europe and North America, as far as 


their reſpective I racts or Latitudes, | 


The Ships of War that may be thus appointed Convoye, will fail in ſack 
Tracts, as wiil give them frequent Opportunities to annoy the Enemy, and 
gain great Advantages to themſelves, as they may be from four to ſix 
Months cruizing on the Coaſt of Africa, and as long or longer in America. 


The Ships bound to Africa from our Weſtern Ports may rendevouz at 
Plymouth, Falmouth, Cork or King ſale, 


The Number and Strength of the ſaid Convoys to be ſettled, from Time 
to Time, in Proportion to the Trade that ſhall be under their Care, and ac- 
cording to the Motions and Strength of the Enemy. 


The Advantages of ſuch a Rotation of Convoys, will be very great, with 
regard to eaſing Freights and Inſurance, two ſenſible Articles in Trade in 
Time of War, and the Markgs on all Sides will be more regularly ſupplied. 


Freights, by Means of frequent and certain Convoys and quick Voyages, 
will be lower at leaſt one Quarter, as there will be great Savings in Seamens 
Wages, Victualling, Demurrage, and the Preſervation of the Ships, by means 
of quick Diſpatch, | 5 


Since this Rotation may, by Means of thus exchar ging Stations, be per- 
formed in five or ſix Monthe, it is apprehended a few Ships of War, over

and above what have been found neceſſary to be ſtationed in Africa and Ame. 
rica, will anſwer all theſe Advantages. . And, moreover, this will, in great 


Meaſure, prevent the Decay of his Meh s Ships, by keeping them too 
long in Africa and the Meſt-Indies. 


The Practice in Queen Aun's War, was to let the Convoys to the Trade 
to America, go out one Year, and return Home Convoys the next, after 
being reliev'd by other Convoys, whereby they uſually remained in America 
about fourteen Months; but of late Years molt of our Ships of War have 
remained in Amcrica, and particularly in the Weſt-Indies, about three or four 
Years: Wherefore, it is ſubmitted, Whether the firſt Method above-men- 
tioned 1s not to be preferred to the laſt ? ſince His Majeſty's Ships will 
then croſs the Weſtern Ocean oſtner, which will afford much ſtronger, 
and more frequent, certain and regular Convoys, and our Trade would be 
much better protected than it has been ſince the preſent War with France, 
and that with the ſame Number of Ships as are now employed in that Ser- 
vice, and the Ships would. be fitted for the Sea with more Expedition, and 
at leſs Expence, after their Arrival in England.” | 


To conciude, Sinne guatding againſt Taxes on Trade, and eaſing our 
Riſcue at Sca, and adding to the Ritque of the Enemy, appear from what 
has been ſaid, to be cf fo much Importance, it is to be hoped that this 
Treatiſe will anſwer the Deſign of it, by inſpiring our Councils with ſteady 
Reſolutions to do thoſe Things that ought to be done with regard to 
theſe two grand Points, and thereby ſecure and extend the Trade and Re- 

utation of this Natidn, and at the fame Time obſtruct the long-ſtudied 
Endeavours of our reſtleſs and ambitious Neighbours with whom we are 
now at War. —— a | 
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
